The present application fails to meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(1), since the subject 
matter of claim 1 does not involve an inventive step 
as defined by PCT Article 33(3). 

D2, which is considered to be the prior art closest 
to the subject matter of claim 1, describes (the 
references between parentheses apply to said 
document) : 



a method for loading data relating to changes in 
flight schedules into a computerised air 
transport booking system, wherein: 

the flight schedule database is updated 
(abstract) ; 

the bookings affected by the changes in flight 

schedules are reallocated for the purpose of 

updating the booking inventory database (to a 
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person skilled in the art, this is implicitly 

included in the abstract); 
characterised in that it includes the following 
steps : 

- receiving at least one batch of changes 
containing the flight schedule change data 
(page 275, lines 21 to 25) ; 

- extracting from the batch of changes various 
changes contained therein and otoring game in a 
register no future schedule records, — FSR 
(abstract) ; 

- connecting the register of future schedule 
records, FSR, and the booking distribution 
server; 

simulating the reallocation of the bookings 
affected by the changes in schedule by allowing 
the booking distribution server to access both 
the records (FSR) and the flight schedule 
database (page 277, line 9 to page 278, line 
9) ; 

- performing the definitive update of the flight 
schedule and booking inventory databases (page 
277, lines 6 to 9) . 



Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 differs 
from this known method in that: 

the flight changes are stored in a register as 

future schedule records, FSR. 



The problem that the present invention is intended 
to solve can therefore be considered to be that of 
facilitating the computation of flight schedules and 
bookings . 



| The solutio n proposed in claim 1 is not considered 
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to be inventive (PCT Article 33(3)), for the 
following reasons: 

The data storage feature is merely one of several 
obvious options that a person skilled in the art 
seeking to solve the stated problem might select, 
depending on each particular case, . without an 
inventive step being involved. 



2. The dependent claims contain no additional feature 

which, when combined with the features of any one of 
the claims to which they refer, defines subject 
matter that complies with the requirements of 
inventive step of the PCT, for the following 
reasons : 

2.1 With regard to claims 2 and 3, the use of a graphic 
user interface is a routine technical measure for a 
person skilled in the art. 

2.2 Claims 4 to 6 and 9 relate to programming details 
that a person skilled in the art would implement 
without exercising inventive skill. 

2.3 The subject matter of claim 7 is described in D2 
(see page 227, lines 17 to 23) . 

2.4 With regard to claim 8, detecting and solving cyclic 
changes is a routine step for a person skilled in 
the art. 
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
